Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest method and an apparatus for 
detecting the thickness of feromagnetic material (metal) of known conductivity and 
permeability . The system includes a transmitter that is electrically isolated from the 
feromagnetic material with constant electromagnetic signal of frequency and amplitude 
for inducing a changed signal, a saturation device that is electrically isolated from the 
feromagnetic material for generating saturation signal. The system has a reciver that is 
electrically isolated from feromagnetic material and detecting the changed signal with 
the saturation signal that is varied over the range of currents and determine the 
relationship between the changed signal and the saturation signal for evaluating 
thickness of the feromagnetic material.
